I al-o had the fixtures to 
attach a wood taw, and could attach 
m her u draper aciicnlareaw. The mill 
pumped the water for nearly 100 head 
ot cattle and hoises, and sometimes 50 
to GO hog.-'. This water was pumped 
fioni the well at the mill. The otfhur 
\vu< u.-,ed largely for irrigating 
the 


kitchen garden and for home use. It 
was attached aiid driven with elbows 
and a cable. 


In a strong wind 1 could run the 


sheller, grinder, elevator, two pumps 
and churn at the same time. The grind- 
stone was run from the corn sheller 
pciley. so 1 could not run the grindstone 
when shelling corn. 
The advantage of 


my arrangement was that I did not need 
to carry any grain, excepting to shovel 
the ear corn to the table of the sheller, 
winch was in the crib. 
The corn came 


rhiongh a hole m the partition end of 
the crib to the corn sheller. The shelled 
corn dropped through a slatted floor to 
the elevator, thence to a hopper in the 
tower. 
When I had my hopper rilled, I 


could go about my other business.

Artehiau Wells For Irrigation. 


One of the best artesian basins in the 


world is iu South Dakota, though there, 
as elsewhere, some of tbe irrigating 
wells have been carelessly constructed. 
But if the cap rock ami the water bear- 
iuj; rock are firm and hard they are still 
successful, 
tbomjh 
Professor 
J. H. 


Slicpard thinks that it will bs difficult 
to repair them when their common iron 
piptis sire rusted through. He suggests 
tluu an outside casing should be firmly 
seated in tbe rock, below all sand. Tbat 
no washing or caving of tbe sides may 
occnr, thfi casing should closely follow 
tha drill as soon as a flow is reached. 
Galvanized pipes should be used nud 
joined by very strong couplings. The 
iuuer pipe, which penetrates the flow, 
should have its lower eud perforated to 
lirnveut a rush of water at any point iu 
tbe sand rof.k. To prevent the water 
from workiug up around the outside of 
tl:f< pipe and cutting tbe cap rock away, 
the uasmg should fit suugly in a small 
bore m tbe cap rock. All pipes placed 
within HID first or ontside casing should 
come to the top of the well.—American 
Agriculturist.

air disquiets tbe bees and causes a lar- 
ger proportion thai) otherwise would to 
leave Tbe cluster and perish.

And now, notwithstanding 
the splendid work of such worafln as 
Mrs. Josephine Butler, the late Mrs. 
Booth, Lady Henry Somerset and oth- 
ers, women and children do not enjoy 
the protection or help of parliament to 
anything like the extent that men enjoy 
both.—London Methodist Times.

WHY IT DOES NOT PAY. 


If Poultry Iu Uaproiltable It la Because 


It Ii Not Cured for. 


The farmer who would keep his live 


stock as some of them do their poultry 
would be looked upon as a very poor 
sort of a sti'j-k as far as management; is 
concerned. So many seem to think that 
the poultry ought to find its living 
around the straw stacks, pigsties and in 
the manure heap, without any further 
attention ia the way of feeding, and 
ought to be content if any kind of a shed 
is provided for it to sleep in. We know 
of farms wliere all the stock is well 
cared for except the fowls and these are 
allowed to live ou sufferance, the owner 
declaring that every hen on the farm 
eats her head off more than once during 
the year and is an intolerable nuisance 
all the time. 


Whenever a man begins to pay proper 


attention to his fuwls and feeds them as 
r^miii'rl^7 i*s lie (iocs the rest of his stock 
lie fiuua ii«at uis putuus yayis him buuer 
for the amount invested in them than 
any other stock he may have, and we 
havo never known a farmer who began 
to keop an account with his poultry but 
was willing to admit that it paid its 
keeping and left a wide margin of profit. 


Poultry properly cared for is a source 


of revenue to eveiy farm, as it finds and 
consumes a great deal that would other- 
wise go to waste and turns this waste 
material into good, hard dollars. 


There is an awakening of interest in 


this snb.iect, as is proved by the increase 
of business observed among those who 
make a specialty of pure bred poultry, 
and it is to be hoped that this interest 
will go on increasing until the United 
States produces at least as many eggs as 
are consumed in the country. As it now 
is eggs are imported in large numbers. 


Separate the Sexec. 


The importance for tho e'wly separa- 


tion of the sexes in the growing broods, 
admitted so freely, is not practiced as it 
should be. Hardly a faim home can be 
seen bnt the chicks are all rannmg to- 
gether, eating out of one common trough 
and being fed with the thought of put- 
ting the cockerels in the best possible 
shape for market The result can only 
be injury to the pullets. Looking over 
into a large yard where nearly 300 were 
running together, we eoiild but notice 
how generous was tha feeding by the 
owner aud how plunip the pullets were. 
Strange it is that we cannot realize that 
the currents are set at an early age and 
habits formed not easily broken. The 
dollars in early winter come from che 
pullets having the widest range today, 
not from those running with the cock- 
erels.—Maine Farmer.
